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PREFACE 


"X A THEN, beUween fifteen and twenty yt'ars ago, I first saw the list of works 
dbntaining some reference Ho the phallic cultns which was printed at the 
end«of the anonymously written CuUii/i Arboniin, I wjis so struck by its 
entire inadequacy that then and there the germ of this present 'work eame into 
J;>eipg,. .yhbtask of searching out further references developt'd into an ipwlertaking 
of dbnsiderable magnni|ide, proof of which is to be found in the {),()()0 itmns in this 
bibliography. That^it is complete is, of course, not to be expected, but the writer 
trusts that the material presentetl may (by means of the index) bo of use to 
ani^hropologists and others desirous of information coni’erniug the sexual ideas and 
custofns of savage and civilized peoples. The part played by the phallic* idea in 
various religions has been found to be very c'onsiderable, even when tin* various 
absurd “ Arkite ” and other theories of the last century have beeji heavily discounted, 
^dodem discoveries have placed that beyond cavil. 


The writer craves indulgence for any unevenness which may be found in tho 
work and which was inevitable in such a mass of material collected (»ver so long a 
permd of time. Errors there^must also be*, for pcrfc'ction is not a human attribute, but 
it is hoped that they are neither so numerous nor so im|H)rlant as seriously to detract 
from the usefulness of the w’ork. It will he notic(*d that pains have been taken to 
supply the full names and the years of birth and death of the authors, and in this 
connectipn it may be meritioncd that considerable assistaiu'e has l)(*en rc'ndored by 
various eWegates of the Universal H}s|M‘ranto Association, of (ienc'va. It may 
invidious, perhaps, to single out one name from among the many persons who have 
given me assistance, but 1 cannot forbear to mention the kindness of Mr. Alfred Ela, 
of Boston, Massachusetts, in so freely giving mo access to his store of notes on' 
various esoteric subjects. Thanks are also due to the Harvard University Library, in 
whose “ slacks ” 1 spent so many pleasant hours, the* Boston F*ublic Library, tho 
Boston Medical Library, the Boston Athenieuin, and the staff of the* Reading Room of 
the^ritish Museum, w’ho, from the Superintendent to the; youngest assistant, havo 
been so uniformly courteous. 1 regret that it is not possible? to say the same of tho 
Bibliothequc Nationale at Paris, but my ex|M*rien(?o then? forbids it.
